Officinabis) from which the improv¬ 
ed varieties in present use have been 
derived is a member of the Lily fam¬ 
ily. It is found throughout Europe, 
and grows wild in the South and 
Southwestern coasts of England. It 
is a delicious vegetable coming Into 
use early in the season and on this 
ao.dSiint should receive More favor¬ 
able consideration from persons re¬ 
sident on the prairies. 

Asparagus is raised from seed, but 
where only a few plants are required 
it is better to purchase one year old 
roots, which can be had at a very 
reasonable eqst from" any- good nurs¬ 
ery . 

It rich. Well drained soil 

with a southern exposure and should 
not be planted near trees or close to 
buildings which tends to produce 
thin shoots. 

To raise from seeds, select ground 
that has been well worked and thor¬ 
oughly manured the previous year, 
loosen up and rake the surface fine, 
breaking up all lumps. Draw a fur¬ 
row with the rake or hoe about two 
inches deep; before sowing, soak the 
seeds in warm water* from 18 to 24 
hours. As the young plants are very 
fine and hard to see, it is a good 
plan to mix a few radish seeds as 
they germinate much quicker and 
with their brolad leaver the row is

A permanent asparagus bed if pro¬ 
perly made and cared for will con¬ 
tinue to yield a Supply of good shoots 
ed.for ten yearsjor longer, it should 
therefore be located in a part of the 
garden where it \ will not be disturb¬ 
ed. Beds may lie made about 4 feet 
wide; any length', and the plants set 
from 1% to 2 feet apart each way. 

or they may be planted in rows, 

plants 2 feet apart and 4 feet between 
the rows. To prepai'e the ground, 
dig or trench to a depth of from 12 
to IS inches deep incorporating a lib— 
with the soil. Remove the soil all 

over th‘e bed to a depth of about 8 

mches and level with the rake. Mark 
where the plants are to be set and 
make a small mound of soil for each 
plant, take the plants and set one 
over each lruound spreading the 
roots out carefully, be sure that the 
crown is resting on the soil. 

After the planis are in position re¬ 
place the soil about them pressing 
firmly about the 'roots, and cover the 
crowns to a deptji of 6 or 6 inches.

For all descriptions the average 
value per head for Canada, is for 
horses $83 as against $10 in 1920; 
for milk cows $51 as against $47; for 
all cattle $37 as against $59; for sheep 
$6 as against $10: and for swine $14 
as against $23. For swine per 100 lbs 
liveweight the average is $10 as 
against $15 in 1920. The per capita 
values are the lowest of any during 
the last seven years. 1915 to 1921, 
except that for swine, the value being 
in 1915 being $14 as In 1921. 

The average price per pound of 
wool in 1921 for Canada is 14 cents 
for unwashed and 22 cents for washed 
as against 22 cents and 32 cents in 
1920. 

For Canada the average values per 

head of each rescription of farm 
poultry are returned as follows: — 
Turkeys, $3.39 as compared with $4 
in 1920; geese $2.42 against $2.80?; 
ducks $1.25 agaiinst $1.50; other* 
fowls 90 cents against $1.08.
